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The Right to Know 


There now are in the legisla­ 
tive hopper at Austin five bills 
which We consider to be partic­ 
ularly effective roadblocks to the 
runaway 
limousine 
of bureau­ 
cratic secrecy. 
These bills also 
have the enthusiastic support of 
Attorney General John Ben Shep- 
perd. These bills are: 
1. HB 12, to require publica­ 
tion of the proceedings of the 
commissioners courts. 
2. HB 13, requiring publication 
of annual financial statem ents 
for school, road, soil conserva­ 
tion and other districts. 
3. HB 18, requiring immediate 
paym ent for the printing of cita­ 
tions in delinquent ta x #suits and 
proceedings for the sale of prop­ 
erty to satisfy judgm ents in fa ­ 
vor of governmental bodies. 
4. HB 29, 
requiring 
publica­ 
tion of the full text of city ordi­ 
nances. 
5. HB 148, m aking changes in 
the m andatory publications act 
to fix responsibility for causing 
publications to be made. 
If these five bills become law, 
it will be virtually impossible for 
officials to hide behind a curtain 
of official secrecy. The bills not 
only 
prescribe 
w hat 
shall 
be 
done, but provide a penalty. An 
office holder is subject to for­ 
feiture of salary and removal 
from office if he refuses to car­ 
ry out his duty of publishing 
records. 
In theory, the tru st of public 
office requires its holders to con­ 
duct their duties openly. These 
bills make it certain th at they do.

Last August the Internal Revenue

$100,000,000. More milton* of tax­ 
payers pay lese tax than is due. 
making them liable for assessments. 
Interest and possible penalties 
With the many changes of the \ 
new law there is even greater dan­ 
ger of mistakes this year unless you 
read the instructions and prepare 
your tax return with great care. 
This Is a good reason for staging 
long before April 15. Here's another: 


You May Get a Refund 
If you find that more tax has been 
withheld from your wages than you 
actually owe, you will be entitled 
to a refund of the difference. The 
sooner you file your return, the 
sooner you are likely to get your 
refund. 
What are the chances of a re­ 
fund? Well, your lax will probably 
be leas because of the reduction of

since last year. but you have been

New Savings This Year 
Here are some of the changes, lo 
be discussed in later articles, which 
may cut your tax this year:

INCOME T A X FACTS No. 2 
Invest a Little Time In Saving Tax

"W hy should I bother with that old tax form ?" asked a young lady 
who started on her first Job In December. "I don’t need to because I* 
got less than $600." 
“You don’t need to,” her father explained, "but It will cost you money 
lf you don’t. How do you expect to 
get back the tax that was withheld 
from your pay?” 


Do Yon Have To File? 
Here are the rules to help you de­ 
cide whether to file a federal in­ 
come tax return: 
1. If your gross Income was $600 
or more in 1954. you must file, un 
less you are 65 or older and had 
Jess than $1,200 income. 
2. If you had $400 or more income 
from self-employment, you must file 
a return to report these earnings 
for social security purposes. 
3. If you had any salary or wages 
from which withholding tax was de­ 
ducted by your employer, you must 
file a return to get credit for the 
tax withheld. 


Married Couple* 
Generally It’s best for married 
couples to file Joint returns instead 
of separate individual returns, be­ 
cause the Joint return gives them 
the advantage of income-splitting. 
That is, they are taxed at the rate 
which applies to h a lf their total 
taxable income. 
There are a fe«v exceptional cases 
In which separate returns might re­ 
sult In a saving. When capital losses 
are Involved, for example, it’s best 
to figure both Jointly and separately 
to ace whicn results in less tax. 


Bead of Household 
If you are supporting a dependent, 
although you are single, widowed, 
divorced-or legally separated, you 
may be able to qualify as a “head 
of household” and figure your tax 
on a special table that gives you 
part of the advantage enjoyed by 
married couplet flung Joint returns, 
This year you can qualify for 
"head-of-bou* held” status lf you 
provide more than half the support 
of a parent and more than half the 
cost of maintaining the parent’s 
household even lf the parent does 
not live with you. 
Incidentally, if your husband or 
wife died in 1952 or JIGS and you 


have as a member of your house­ 
hold a dependent child or stepchild, 
you are now entitled as a "surviving 
spouse" to the same Income-split­ 
ting benefits this year as you would 
have had on a Joint return—unless 
you remarried before the end of 
1954. Your privilege to file as a sur­ 
viving spouse applies to the first 
two years following the ye:ir In 
which your husband or wife died. 


Choosing the Right Form 
The simplest tax return is a small 
card. Form 1040A, on which you 
furnish a minimum of information 
and leave It to the government Co 
figure your tax. This is ail right lf 
you are sure you can’t save by item 
Iring your deductions and lf you arc 
not a "head of household.'' 
You are allowed to use Forir 
1040A lf your total Income was lest 
than 
$5,000. 
consisting 
only 
oi 
wages, dividends and interest and 
lf all but $100 or less is listed on 
your W 2 withholding slips. 
On Form 1040 you figure your 
0WD 
k® UB®^ 88 8 "short 
form on which you find the amount 
of your tax from a table which al­ 
lows you approximately 10% of your 
income as a standard deduction for 
contributions, taxes. Interest paid, 
medical and dental expenses, etc. 
If your income In 1964 was $6,000 
or more you must use Form 1040 
as a “long form.” The long form per­ 
mits you to itemize your deductions. 
whether your income was more or 
less than $5,000. If you think your 
actual deductions may be m ort than 
the 10% 
standard deduction 
it’s 
wise to list them and see whether, 
itemizing saves on your tax.

One of the points m ost often

eave the hospital of their own 
will before they are offiieally re- 
’eased and thereby become ear- 
iers of the disease and a menace 
to public health.

It is a m atter of 
record that it runs as high as 
50 % of the total patient load. 
Some other states consider this 
of such importance to public wel­ 
fare that such actions are pun­ 
ishable by law. 
The Budget Board has recom­ 
mended that a bill be introduced 
in this Legislature which would 
provide a legal method of re­ 
straining tubercular patients un­ 
til the diseaes is arrested to such 
a point that there is no danger of 
the patient spreading infection 
after his release.

Farm ers are streamlining thei r 
production methods to combat high 
costs and labor scarcity, according 
to a review of agricultural infor­ 
mation. 
The tren d tow ards increased 
efficiency is affecting methods used 
in all types of fanning, but per­ 
haps is most strikingly illustrated 
by the m anner in which dairy 
fanners can make more money by 
planning operations so that they 
cut down on work in providing the 
cow with room and board. 
This is being accomplished in 
both the traditional stall barn and 
the relatively newer loose-housing 
systems. Full data for such labor­ 
saving arran g em en ts has been 
compiled and published by the 
A gricultural Extension D epart­ 
ment of the Great Lakes Stern uor-

oration’s Stran-Steel Division, 
'etroit, Mich. The n«:w handbooks 
are available to qualified farm ers 
through Quonset dealers. 


L>a bor-saving 
stall barn 
layout from 
new manual 
available to 
local farmers. 


For example: careful arrange­ 
ments of stall rows, calf pens, feed 
alleys and storage space reduce 
time and labor of bam cleaning, 
handling bedding and feed, and 
the amount of walking required 
for milking operation. Advocates 
of the loose-housing system, in 
which cows roam in barn and yard 
at will and come into a “parlor” 
for milking, contend still greater 
efficiency is obtained th rough 
carefully planned arrangements. 
They point out that with good 
loose-housing arrangem ent and 
management, one man can milk up 
to 30 cows per hour. Hay self- 
feeding permits the cows to est 
“cafeteria” style in the building 
w here hay has been dried and 
stored, and takes but a few min­ 
utes work per week for the entire 
herd. Manure removal, instead of 
a daily chore, becomes a once or 
twice-a-year tractor operation. 
The modem dairy bam thus be­ 
comes a working tool to save time 
and labor in producing top-quality 
milk that brings premium prices.
